Two Condemned To Die In Plot 
To Spread Qerms Among Troops 

HENDAYE. Franco-Spantsh Frontier. July 300 
GF>—Spanish Insurgent authorities announced late 
today that a military court had quickly condemned 
to death two Frenchman, charged with plotting to 
spread disease over Insurgent territory. 

The two men were charged also with espionage. 
The military prosecutor demanded the death aen- 

Insurgent officials declared the prisoner* were 
carrying luboa of typhoid and sleeping sickness 
germs when they were arrested. They charged 
that each received 100.060 franca (about $3,750) to 
spread the germ* behind Insurgent lines. 

However, General Francisco wn* reported to 
have ordered sentence stayed until an International 
commission could review alleged evidence of nn 
International plot to loose tha germs. 

French officials said they baJ received no for¬ 
mal Information on the alleged plot, although tn 
Hurjtents naid all world capital*, ua well a» the 
league of nation*, would be notified. 

Franco, Insurgent leader, charged the two were 
actors In an International plot to spread epldemlea. 
He nnnounred he had furnished the league of na¬ 
tions and all world capitals with detailed Informa¬ 
tion on the purported plan. 

He charged that the scheme was organized to 
London and involved Englishmen, Frenchmen and 
Spaniards, some in high positions. 

The two condemned. Louis Chahrnt and Jean 
Houjennec, were arrested in Fuenta robin. They 
were alleged to have smuggled disease germs across 
the border.
